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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Goldberg fails to teach 
"determining a number of options from a given set of options to include in an options list" and "determining a number of options based on 
a display size". However, the step of determining the number of options (in claims) is similar to the step of determining the number of 
lines in Goldberg. The number of lines of information (in Goldberg) is dependent on the display area. Goldberg discloses determining the 
number of control information such as menu options based on the size of a display area and a display size of the information because 
the size of information being displayed by a computer is automatically adjusted in order to make the information easily readable/and the 
number of information is changed in order to make the information easily readable (please see abstract). /
